AWAITING A VERDICT IN THE 
CRONIN CASE. 


The Ju ry R etires T ate F rid ay A fternoon 
—The Closing A ddress—Ju d g e Mc­ 
C onnell’s C harge O utlined. 


Chicago, Dec. 14 —At the present writ­ 
ing the Cronin case is in the hands of the 
jury. 
After the conclusion of Judge Mc­ 
Connell’s charge the twelve men retired 
and shortly after, on their amplication,the 
court ordered that all the material evi­ 
dences of the case should be taken to the j 
jury room. These included the bloody 
trunk, the doctor’s clothes and surgical 
instruments, his soft hat, the sachet frame 
and the records of camp 20. 
When court reassembled at 8 o’clock the 
waitiu ' crowd was largely composed of 
attorneys and newspaper men. 
It was 
found that the jury were eating supper, 
and another adjournment till ll o'clock 
was taken, at which hour, the jury hav­ 
ing made no communication to the court, 
adjournment was taken to IO o'clock Sat­ 
urday morning. 
The prisoners were sent word at l l 
o’clock that the jury had not and woald 
not return a verdict that night, and there 
were strong indications of a final disa­ 
greement 
The information was com­ 
municated to them from Attorney Forrest, 
and tney received it with glad hearts. 
Sullivan, the iceman, brightened up and 
smiled as he has not done for weeks; 
while over the swarthy face of Dan Cough­ 
lin a light played in fiendish delight. 
Burke showed all his teeth and grinned as 
only such a peculiar facial character.can. 
Lawyer Beggs reddened at the cheeks, 
with a modest smile playing over his 
handsome 
while Kunze danced about 
in piayfnl delight. 
A rumor has escaped from the Criminal 
court building that on the latest ballot 
taken the jury stood l l to I in favor of 
the conviction of Coughlin, O’Sullivan 
and Burke. 
It was also repoi ted the odd 
man favored conviction provided capital 
punishment should not be imposed.

Ju d g e L ongenecker’s L ast P re sen ta tio n 
o f th e Cepe. 
C h ic a g o , Dec. 14.—There have been 
large crowds around the Criminal court 
building during the progress of the Cronin 
trial, but the attendance, actual and at­ 
tempted, of this the closing day surpassed 
all other crowds in the proportion of ten 
to one. 
The people began assembling two 
hours before the opening of the coart 
room, and when the doors were open a 
solid line of humanity nearly a block in 
length was in waiting. 
After every inch 
of space in the court room had been filled 
there remained over 2,000 unable to gain 
admittance. 
The immense' crowd was attracted in 
the hope of hearing Luther La Alin Mills 
speak, and evidently had not heard that 
that distinguished orator was too ill to 
speak and that the case would be closed 
by State’s Attorney Longenecker. 
No known Clan-na-Gael men were ad­ 
mitted to the court room. 
Watchful 
eyes kept guard at every entrance and 
scrutinized every face. 
The prisoners 
were not brought into the court till after 
Judge McConnell had taken his seat. 
When the defendants entered the room 
the audience arose as one person to see 
them and were forced to resume their 
seats only7 on the threat of Judge McCon­ 
nell that he would have the court room 
cleared. 
Judge Longenecker began his closing 
speech to the j ury for the State by allud­ 
ing to Mr. Mills in most complimentary 
terms and announcing that Mr. Mills could 
not speak on account of illness. Judge 
Longenecker said he regretted more than 
he could well express the enforced absence 
of Mr. Mills, and said he would do the 
best he could in presenting the last view 
of the case on behalf of the State. 
Judge Longenecker said: ‘‘All through 
this case you and I and the other attorneys 
for the State have been kept in ignorance 
of the theory of the defense until the last 
speaker, in a three days' speech, defined 
it. 
And what is it? That theie was a 
conspiracy on the part of the people to 
murder innocent men. 
Do you believe it* 
Do you belieye that I would consent to 
trump up charges against these men to 
lead them to the gallows, knowing well 
that they were false charges. 
Why, if I 
would coach witnesses to swear away the 
lives of these men I ought to be dragged 
out by the citizens and hanged to the 
nearest lamp post without court or jury I 
They claim that back of the prosecution 
stands the opposing faction of the Clan- 
na-Gael, urging the conviction of these 
men. 
Why, gentlemen, the very men 
who belonged to the camp which Dr. Cro­ 
nin organized were against the prosecu­ 
tion and all the Clan-na-Gael witnesses 
were from the camp from which come 
these prisoners. 
The whole camp of Dr. 
Cronin was against the State. Do yon 
think I would put on a witness whose 
story I didn’t believe? Do you believe I 
would fix up a story to hang these men? 
Gentlemen, before God I had rather have 
my arms torn from my body than to en­ 
gage in such villainy.” 
“I believe it!” said Juror Culver, sotto 
voice. 
“Yes, you must believe it,” cried the 
State’s attorney, “because it is God's 
truth 2 
“Do you believe that this big-hearted 
Irishman,” 
pointing 
to Mr. 
Hynes, 
‘‘whose voice and whose hand has always 
been ready to help the down-trodden, 
would be guilty of such deviltry? Mr. 
Foster said that George Ingham was too 
honest to charge Beggs with complicity in 
this crime. 
“And Mr. Foster in his speech said that 
because Mr. Ingham did not refer to John 
F. Beggs nor ask tor his conviction there 
fore Mr. Ingham was an honest prosecu­ 
tor. 
That was an indirect charge of dis­ 
honesty against myself and the other coun­ 
sel engaged to assist me. 
If Ingham's not 
asking for Beggs’ conviction makes him a 
truthful man, it makes it appear that we 
are dishonest. 
Mr. Foster’s speech was 
mainly Mr. Foster and not much Mr. 
Beggs. 
“Mr. Foster made a great point that the 
prosecution was urged on by the other 
wing of the Clan-na-Gael—the other fac­ 
tion. 
All of the witnesses called here for 
the State were members of Camp 20, and 
were adherents of the triangle faction of 
the Clan-na- Gael. 
But we are not trying 
these men as Irishmen nor as Clan-na- 
Gael s. 
We are trying them as men in­ 
dicted for murder. 
Mr. Foster said that 
Dr. Cronin was not an angel—while he 
was alive at least the other is not ques­ 
tioned—and he said that this big-hearted 
Irishman, Mr. Hynes, was a dynamiter. 
That is not true. This big Irishman, like 
Dr. Cronin, bas always raised his voice 
and protested against the use of dynamite. 
Cronin was not a dynamiter and he was 
condemned only by the dynamite faction 
of the Clan-na-Gael. 
Tho theory of the State is, and always 
has been, that the murder of Dr. Cronin 
•was caused by -a conspiracy which origin­ 
ated *n camp 20. There has not been a 
particle of evidence here to contradict this 
theory.

Judge Longenecker’s speech occupied 
the time till 8:30 o’clock Friday afternoon.

Judge McConnell then read his charge 
to the jury, which occupied about half as 
hour. The most important points follow 
“The law exacts a conviction wherever 
there is sufficient legal evidence to show 
the defentants' guilt beyond a reasonable 
doubt and circumstantial evidence is legal 
evidence. 
“In order to justify the inference oj 
legal guilt from circumstantial evidence 
the existence of the inculpatory facts must 
be absolutely incompatible with the inno 
cence of the accused and incapable of ex 
planation 
upon any other reasonable 
hypothesis than that of their guilt 
“A conspiracy may be established by 
circumstantial evidence the same as any 
other fact, and such evidence is legal and 
competent for that purpose. 
“ Under the charge of conspiracy'against 
any of the defendants to commit murder, 
it must be proven beyond every reasonable 
doubt that such defendant combined with 
one or more persons in the common pur­ 
pose and with the common design to mur­ 
der the deceased before you will be justi­ 
fied in believing that the conspiracy exist­ 
ed as charged against him.QQ0 
“ While it is necessary, in order to es­ 
tablish a conspiracy, to prove a combina­ 
tion of two or more persons by concerted 
action to accomplish the criminal or un­ 
lawful purpose alleged in the indictment, 
yet it is not necessary to prove that the 
parties ever came together and entered 
bito any formal agreement or arrangement 
between themselves to effect such a pur- 


AFRAID TO LEAVE. 
NIGHT BLAZE IN A HOTEL 
Fx-C onsul T sang F ears H e W ill Be M ur­ 
d ere d if H e R e tu rn s H om e. 
S an F ra n c isc o , Cal., Dec. 14.—Three 
months ago Tsang, the Chinese consul- 
general of this city, was charged with de­ 
frauding his countrymen out of several 
hundred thousand dollars by w ithholding 
United States government claims awarded 
by Congress to the Chinese, but Tsang 
stoutly denied guilt. 
Later on Moy Beck Hing of Portland, 
Ore., through attorneys here began suit 
against the Consul-General for $20,000, 
and a few7 weeks later three other suits 
weie tegun in the United States by other 
victims. 
Tsang sent nis wife and chil­ 
dren back to China two months ago, but 
could not leave San Francisco himself un­ 
til tho arrival of his successor. 
The new 
Consul General arrived here over a month 
ago and took charge of the o'fice. 
Meanwhile Tsang gathered the funds 
and effected a compromise by paying Bock 
Hing’s lawyers $25,000. 
This did not 
settle the other three suits, and the ex­ 
consul-general had no money to compro­ 
mise them. 
He made two attempts to 
leave the city, but on each occasion was 
threatened on one hand by writs of habeas 
corpus sworn out and on the other by 
threats of personal violence. 
In mortal 
fear of being shot in the back he aid not 
dare leave the city and has been living in 
seclusion on Stockton street. 
For over a 
month he has occupied a small room on 
the upper floor of the building. He scarce­ 
ly ventures from his room even for needed ‘ 
exercise and his meals are served iu his 
apartments. 


A M ICHIGAN TRAGEDY. 


Mrs. M cD onald M urdered by a F arm 
H and, W ho T hen C om m its Suicide. 
G ra n d R apids, Mich., Dec. 14.—James 
McDonald, a farmer residing in the north­ 
west corner of this (Kerr) county, wen! 
hunting Thursday morning. 
Returning 
at noon, be found his wife dead on the 
kitchen floor. 
She had been strangled 
with a buckskin thong, which lay beside 
the corpse. 
The neighbors on being sum­ 
moned, began a search for James Gilmore, 
McDonald’s hired man, the only other person 
known to have been on the premises. 
His 
body was found in a grove across the 
road from the house. 
He had committed 
suicide by shooting himself in the breast 
with an old army musket. 
It is supposed 
that Gilmore asked Mrs. McDonald to 
elope with him, and upon her refusal be; 
came enraged. 
Some of the neighbors 
think he made improper proposals to her, 
and killed her to prevent expqrore. 
Mf s. 
McDonald was 81 years old, alid leaves no 
children. 
Gilmore was 40 years old, and 
had worked for McDonald four years.

Dr. J o h n W a rre n Supposed to Be 
M an W ho R obbed P oor Men. 
New 
Y o rk , 
Dec. 14.-—A swindler, 
whose practice it was to advertise for man j 
to work at a certain salary aud traveling | 
expenses and then secure a deposit from 
the victims and send them away to some 
remote place, was arrested here WedneS* 
day evening. 
To-day the swindler was identified by a 
Connecticut victim as the man who got 
$200 from him some months ago by tbs 
asual trick and sent him to St. Louis on a 
bogus mission. 
The man is known as Dr. 
John Warren, but his real name is J. J. 
Carter, and he has served terms in'' this 
State, Pennsylvania, Missouri and Call* 
fora la. 
Since his identification other vic­ 
tims are coming forward with stories of 
be ing swindled. 
Most of Warren’s vic­ 
tims wore poor men. 


‘ The burden of;proving|e very thing essen­ 
tial to the establishment of the charge 
against the defendants, and each of them, 
lies on the prosecution; and even if it 
were conceded that somebody murdered 
Dr. Cronin, yet the defendants are nol 
required nor expected to prove who com­ 
mitted the murder. 
“ You ought not and can not legally con­ 
vict the defendants, or either of them upon 
the mere doctrine of chance and probabil 
tty. 
Although you may believe that it ii 
higher probable and very likely that tty 
defendants are guilty, and even that it ii 
far more likely and probable that they art 
guilty than that they are innocent, yet ne 
amount of suspicion will warrant you is 
finding a verdict of “guilty” against th< 
defendants, or any of them. 
“ To warrant a conviction upon a charge 
of murder the evidence must be of such 
kind and quantity as to convince the jury 
of the trutn of the charge beyond all 
reasonable doubt and to a moral certainty. 
‘‘If the evidence in this case fails tc 
show any motive on the part of the der 
fondant to commit the crime charge^ 
against him, then this is a circumstance in 
favor of his innocence which the jury 
ought to consider in connection with all 
the other evidence in the case in arriving 
at a verdict.” 
The Judge also instructed as to what 
constituted a reasonable doubt of guilt, 
and regarding the form a verdict should 
be in, in case of agreement, and regarding 
fixing the penalty. 
* During the reading of the charge all o! 
the prisoners hod their eyes riveted on the 
court, and the faces of Coughlm and Sul­ 
livan were ashen pale. At 4:07 o’clock 
the jury retired in charge of five bailiffs. 
As they left the room the iceman turned 
around in his seat and watched them 
with pleading eyes until they disappeared 
from the door leading over the bridge of 
sighs. 
The indictment and exhibits that 
had been introduced in evidence were 
taken to the jury shortly afterward, and 
court then took a recess until 8 oMock.

L a t e r—The fire seems to be gaining on 
the firemen, and the whole block is in 
jeopardy. 
Mr. W. H. Leitel says he was 
aroused from sleep by an explosion which 
occurred near the head of the stairs on 
the second floor, cutting off the escape of 
the people by the hallway. 
They wore, 
therefore, compelled to jump to tho roof 
of an adjoining building, ana, crossing 
over two other buildings, finally reached a 
place of safety ontneroof of Hill’s jewelry 
store, corner of St. Charles street and 
Commercial alley. 
The police think that 
all the inmates of the burning building 
succeeded one way or another in getting 
out. 
The fire seems to be under control 
—that is, confined to the McCloskey build­ 
ing, which was occupied, the lower floor 
as a confectionery and soda water place, 
aud the upper stories as a boarding house, 
known as the Allen house.

At Lynn, M ass., L ittle F ram e S tra d d le s 
A re B eing R apidly E rected. 
L ynn, Mass., Dec. 14.—The burned dis­ 
trict will soon have the appearance of a 
western frontier mining town, on account 
of the rapid growth of one-story wooden 
shanties which the enterprising owners 
and storekeepers are erecting daily, under 
special permission granted by the city 
government The structures are to re­ 
main not longer than a year.

already Monroe street, from Washington 
street; to Fixe’s corner, and Central ave­ 
nue, as far up as the Fuller blocs, are 
built as substantially as possible for the com­ 
ing winter. 
Shanties spring up almost in 
a night, and very soon business will be 
booming. 
The Central depot has again 
resumed its service, and the little Market 
street station, rendered famous as the first 
bivouac of the telegraph, railroad, and 
press representatives, has been abandoned 
to its former uses. 


T H R E E BURNED TO .D E A T H . 


Two W om en and a C hild P erish In a 
F ire at H ancock, Mich. 
H a n c o c k , Mich , Dec. 14.—The Huron 
mine office, a largo building formerly 
occupied as a store, burned at night. 
The second story was used as a boarding­ 
house. 
Of the twelve boarders, eleven 
were working in the night shift.

man jumped injuring himself badly. Two 
Finland women and a 9-week-old child 
perished in tho flames. 
A fireman suc­ 
ceeded in getting one of them to the win­ 
dow, but on account of the dense smoke 
was compelled to leave the insensible 
woman to save his own life. 
Portions of 
the bodies of the victims were found this 
morning. The books of the mine office 
were saved. The cause of the fire is un­ 
known. 
The loss is several thousand 
dollars.

Because 
for climatic reasons the sugar beet is not 
[ a commercially profitable thing ta raise 
9 in this country any more than corn or 
cotton is in Europe, although a oasual 
observer might say that both could be 
raised in the southern lands of Europe 
as well as in this country. But they 
cannot be. For some reasons the climate 
of this country appears to be unfriendly 
to everything oat of which sugar is made 
except it be the sugar maple tree. It ie 
becoming more and more unprofitable 
to make sugar from the cane aud Louis­ 
iana would probably be better off if she 
had never produced a pound of sugar 
Sorghum bas proved a failure, and ac­ 
cording to the latest news from Kansas is 
becoming a fraud. 
The beet root has 
been tried many times, but always un­ 
successful. 
There is but one way to 
cheapen sugar in Amenoa, aud that is to 
lower the duty on the raw article and 
stop the frauds the sugar trust are prac­ 
ticing od consumers of refined sugar.—

The New York Bun regards the figures 
compiled by Mr. Shearman as staining 
and very much exaggerated, and Bays:

Go back to the age cf Wil­ 
liam the Conquerer, and we find chat all 
the wealth of England was practically 
beld by one man, the personage who 
stood as the representative of the state. 
Daring the reign of King John a few 
soore more of the inhabiting of the realm 
succeeded in making themselves proper­ 
ty holden1, and the straggle for posses­ 
sion has been going on ever siDoe. ■ If we 
have finally reached a condition in this 
countryjwhere it takes 25,000 men to own 
one-half of the national wealth and eight 
or ten millions of men to own the other 
half, we are making good progress. We 
might do better, yet we are getting 
ahead aa fast as human stupidity will 
permit” 
But it seems that Mr, Shearman, what­ 
ever bis table of figures fails to prove, 
did not pile up the figures at random, 
He compiled them with conscientious 
oars, so that they wight stand as very 
sober and suggestive statements for po­ 
litical economists to tsar to pieces if they 
oan.

A R esolution U rjin s tho A volation of 
Child L abor A dopted 
B oston, Mass., 14.—In the Federation 
of labor the committee on resolutions, 
brought up again a resolution on child 
labor in the following revised form: 
“ Resolved, That we urge the adoption 
of child labor before the age of 14 years.” 
This was accepted and passed by the 
convention. 
The committee 
reported 
favorably on the following resolutions: 
“Tho saddle and 
harness makers of 
America desire the co-operation of all af­ 
filiated trades in their efforts to protect 
themselves from evils induced by competi­ 
tion with the product of the prisons of our 
land. 
That tho continuity of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor be recognized and 
dated from the year 1881 in all future 
documents issued. 
That the Americ&h 
Federation of Labor declares its desire that 
Congress shall restore wages in the govern­ 
ment printing office to tho rate prevailing 
previous to 1877, and indorse the effort of 
the Typographical union 103, Washing­ 
ton, to secure the same.” 
The report of the committee en the eight 
hour law was unanimously adopted. 
The 
committee recommend that each union in 
the federation be requested to assess its 
members IO cents per week for so many 
weeks as shall be necessary to secure tho 
short hour day, to begin not later than 
March I, 1890, and that committees shall 
be appointed to confer with employers on 
the subject.

The Secretary’s Report and Oth­ 
er Interesting Hospital 
Matters. 


The annual meeting of the Oity flop- 
pital Association was held last evening 
at the room of the Associated Chanties, 
in Jackman’s block. 
President Stanley |B. Smith occupied 
the ohair and in the absence of Secretary 
E :B . Heimstreet, Mr. H. F. Bliss was 
chosen secretary. 
The report of the secretary was read as 
follows; 
To the Officers and Members: 
At the annual report December 6th, 
1888, there were five inmates in the hoe 
punt, one male, four females. Since 
that date fifty-four patients have been 
admitted; thirty-one males and twenty- 
three females. Of this number twenty- 
one were discharged well, five aa cured, 
nineteen improved, three no change and 
eight have died; leaving three inmates at 
this date. 
The ages of inmates average as follows: 
Under five years of age two; between five 
aud sixteen 
years, four; 
between 
sixteen and sixty, forty-two; over sixty 
years of age, six. 
Twenty-one of this number were reei • 
dents of Janesville; twenty-one from 
Rock oonnty outside of Janesville, one 
each from Dane, Green, Milwaukee and 
Raome counties. Three from Illinois, 
two from Kansas, one each from Dakota, 
Tennessee and Ohio. 
Fourteen surgical operations have 
been performed daring the year. 
The total number of patients since the 
hospital was instituted (March, 1888) is 
eighty-seven. 
There are now fifty-five members, or 
holders of life certificates, who have 
eaoh paid ten dollars or more to the hos­ 
pital. 
DONATIONS. 
The cash donations including receipts 
from parties, etc., are 81,183.31. 
Of 
this amount 8323.68 was donated by Wm. 
Payne, of this oity.

sooth for the winter when theoold westh 
erjrealiy set in. He was a little anxious 
that the money be raised as soon as 
possible. The speaker said Mr. Payne 
might withdraw his offer and give it to 
some other institution. He had deter­ 
mined to give 82,000 to something and 
Janesville might just as well have it. 
He hoped the incoming administration 
would be more zealous in this direction 
than the old. 
The matter of the annuel obarity ball 
was brought up but no action was taken. 
A special meeting of the board of di­ 
rectors will be called within the next 
few days to elect the officers.
